OLD GERMAN FLAG 


Emblem Waved and Shouts of 
“Down with the Jewish Gov- 
ernment |’’ 


BERLIN, Nov.’ 14.—Pan-German 
students today refused to permit Field 
Marshall Von Hindenburg to enter tite 
reichstag building to testify before the 
tub-committee which fs investigating 
war responsibility, mnd fowsced the 
fleld-marshal’s chauffeur to return 
with the former commander- In-chief 
to his home. 

The demonstration occurred this 
morning as the field-marshal’s auto- 
mobile was being driven toward the 
reichstag building, the students sur- 
rounding it declared their unwilling- 
ness to allow him to be questioned by 
the sub-committee. 

Von Hindenburg begged the stud- 
ents, who clung to the running board 
of the machine, to allow his automo- 
bile to pass, as he was due at the 
reichstag, The students, however, re- 
plied by ordering the street closed, de- 
claring that they were unwilling to al- 
low the sub-committee to interroga's 
him. Again Hindenburg protested. 
but he was unable to quell the dé- 
monstration. 

It was a nationalist demonstration, 
for both Von Hindenburg and General 
Ludendorff, and for a time it assumed 
serious proportions. The crowd whic» 
gathered consisted mostly of students 
of both sexes, who carried with them 
an old German flag. 

Crowds Cheer. 

When Hindenburg'’y automobile was 
waylaid, the crowd cheered both Von 
Hindenburg and Ludendorff, and 
shouted “down with the Jewish gov- 
ernment,” After Von Hindenburg s 
protest, the plea to be &llowed to pro- 
ceed was unheeded, but, nevertheless. 
the automobile began to plerce its way 
through the crowd toward the reich- 
stag. Thousands of persons followed 
and sang “die wacht am Rhine" and 
“deutcheland uber alles.” There was 
also ghouts of “brothers, we will not 
allow such a disgrace. For us there 
is only one kaiser and emperor,” an1 
“we will not endure that our glorioua 
kaiser be besmirched.”

Heroic Rescue, 

Keeper John Anderson, of the Chi- 
cago life saving station, is the hero of 
the marine men on the great lakes 
tonight. 

The story of his heroism in taking 
charge of the rescue work of the 
wrecked steamer Runnels, which was 
pounded to pleces on the shores of 
Lake Superior, near Grand Marais, ts 
one that will go down in the history 
of the life saving work on Lake Su- 
perior. 

When the Runnels was dashed 
ashore this morning in a mountainous) 
sea, it found the Grand Marais life 
saving crew without a leader, due to 
the illness of Keeper Ben Truesdale. 
John Anderson was in Grand Marais 
aboard the United States submarine 
chaser T2488 which is on its way to 
Grand Marais to lay up for the winter 
Immediately he took charge of the | 
rescue work | 

The Runnels’ crew of 17 men were 
helpless with everything covered with 
great layers of ice. The ship struck 
the reefs at about 7 o'clock this morn- | 
ing and began to break up almost | 
immediately. Anderson put his crew 
on duty with the coast-guard men, 
rigged up the beach apparatus and 
with a single shot sent a line over the! 
wrecked’ vessel. A breeches buoy was 
sent to the ship but it froze to the 
cable and oovld not be used. Giant} 
seas smashed over the piers and the 
rescuers were freezing, but a thirty- 
foot surf boat was rigged out and An- 
derson in charge handled the steering | 
gear, made four trips, taking off every 
one of the crew. 

Anderson was the only man who 
was not lashed to his seat in the surf 
boat.

Over Two Hundred Dependents 
of Discharged Soldiers Re- 
ceive Regular Monthly 
Allowances 


OTTAWA, Nov. 14.—The executive 
secretary of the Canadian patriotic | 
{fund reports that applications for 
assistance for dependemts of discharg- | 
ed soldiers are increasing in number | 
| daily, and that over 200 are now re- 
ceiving regular monthly allowances, 
|In addition, many hundreds of faam- 
ilies are assisted each month by com- 
passionate grants, rendered neces- | 
sary on account of sickness or accid- | 
ent in the family, delay in pension or 
war service gratuity ,or by some 
other circumstance 

The majority of the women who are 
receiviny regular monthly allowances 
are deserted wives, whose husbands 
either remained overseas, taking thetr 
discharge in England or having re- | 
turned home, left their wives within | 
three months of discharge. The fund 
also reports that a number of appli- 
jeations have been received from | 
women whose husbands deserted | 
them after being at home for a long- 
er period. To avoid fraud and the 
chance collusion, it was found neces- 
sary to make the stipulation <pat de- 
sertion must have taken place during | 
the period of the man's military ser- 
vice, or within three months of hia

Russia the “Y" might have helped to 
restore the right feeling there, as they 
attempted to do. The speaker was 
pleased to be again in Edmonton after 
three years. 


“We gave up eternal strife,” she 
said, “so that we might breast the 
German opposition,” and on her for- 
mer visit told part of the story of the 
industrial unrest caused by the propa- 
ganda of mysterious people stirring up 
strife. That was in 1916. In 1917 
the class war propaganda had gone 
further and had precipitated Russia 
into a revolution. People accepted a 
reason for Russian revolution, which 
in the light of later things had not 
become so clear. The Russians, in 
the remote parts still do not under. 
stand the loss of the czar, for they 
had been taught to obey the Great 
Father in heaven and the little father 
on earth. 


Congratulations were sent on the 
success of the revolution, resolutions 
were carried and offered to Russia. 

Many reasons have been suggested 
as to the reason for the civil disturb- 
ance and one was the abolition of 
vodka, Mrs. Pankhurst refuted such 
an idea, and never heard one word 
against the prohibition of vodka while 
in Russia, 


She brought other phases to bear, 
which proved her statement. Citing 
a conversation she had with the Rus- 
sian consul at Liverpool after the czar 
had prohibited vodka, in which he 
told the story of his servant who after 
the first fair, at which vodka was pro- 
hibited, she told with tears of joy, 
that mo one had been killed at that 
fair. 

“Germany was the cause of the 
Russian revolution through rioting 
~aused by bread line,” sald the speaker. 

Bad organization with regard to the 
distribution of food, led to much of 
the trouble. ‘‘Bolshevist’ and “Ger- 
man” was an interchangeable term, 
claimed the speaker.

The pipe organ originated in ancient 
Greece from the “Pan P!pes,” which 
consisted of a series of whistles fasten- 
ed together, and blown by the mouth, 
These same pipes were afterwards 
placed on a wind box and supplied 
with alr through a ‘bellows.

In discussing farming conditions in 
the country surrounding Kdmonton, 
thig fundamenta] difference in cli- 
matic conditions between the respec- 
tive areas on either side, must al- 
wecount of. Condi- 
tions in the past season brought out 
very strikingly the radical differences 
between south east and northwest. 
While Peace River, and most of the 
country between Edmonton and 
Peoce River had abundant moisture, 
the south-eastern dvstricts, generally 
speaking, suffered from lack of rain- 
fall. In that section of the country 
the question of winter feed for cattle 
demands the attemtion of the farm- 
ers, A recent issue of the Farmers’ 
Advocate comains an article on 
sweet clover as a dry belt fodder crop 
that is well worthy of study and con- 
sideration. It is reproduced here- 
with. 

John Bracken, Professor of Field 
Husbandry at the University of Sas- 
katchewan, describes the sweet clover 
plant as follows: 

“The svu-called sweet clover (Meli- 
lotus Alba) is a tali-growing, biennial 
plant, having coarse branching stems 
which bear white blossoms, and ex- 
cept when young carry relatively 
few leaves, It +s a ‘legume,’ but not 
a real clover. Nevertheless it has the 
power, in common with clover, alfal- 
fa and other legumes, when inocu- 
lated with suitable bucteria, to gather 
nitrogen from the air. Sweet clover 
has several very undesirable quali- 
ties. It is bitter, coarse, hard to cure, 
apt to Become ap ‘mpurity in alfalfa, 
and in waste places may become a 
weed. It should be pointed out that 
the yellow-flowered sweet clover 
(Melilotus Officinal!s) ts much more 
likely to beeome a weed than the 
white-flowered species (Melilotus Al- 
ba). The former should not be used 
for any purpose. Among the redeem- 
ing qualities of sweet clover are, first, 
its sultabil:ty to our climate; second, 
its high productiveness; third, its 
biennial character; fourth, it fs a 
‘legume,’ and fifth, it may be grown 
as an intertilled crop. Sweet clover 
grows nearly a month before corn Is 
up, and generally rema'‘ns green for 
a month after corn freezes in the 
fav. It is seldom seriously Injured 
by spring or fall frosts. At the Sas- 
katchewan university, sweet clover, 
when sown In rows, has yielded more 
than any other forage crop, and ra- 
ther more than corn during each of 
the last two seasons. It Js rich in 
nitrogenous compounds, but uniess 
cut in the early stages of growth, Is 
neither as palatable nor as digestible 
as most of our other crops. It has 
been observed also that sweet clover 


| Jand is much more easily plowed than 


alfalfa land, for the reason that after 
the second season the sweet clover 
roots are dead and partially decayed, 
and do not therefore increase 
draught tn plowing.

clover is rare unless three essentials 
of such success huvye been provided, 
namely, Lime. inoculation and scari- 
fied seed (scarified seed is seed so 
treated as to scratch or crack the 
in order that moisture 
may penetrate to induce germina- 
tion). In the corn belt ,according to 
these investigators, two tto three tons 
of lime stone should be scattered over 
each acre of land that is to be seeded 
down to sweet clover Discussing 
sweet clover as & pasture crop, 
Messrs. Drake and Knndles state:

this crop is used on some of the more 
successful farms of the corn belt as 
the principal crop There is no 
trouble in fretting stock to cat sweet 
clover pasture readily unléss the 
growth is too big and tough before 
the animals are turned ¢n on it for 
the first time.

He has grown it on 
different soils, and he has fed the hay 
to all kinds of live stock, and he 
hag found nothing wrong with the 
|plant—except its scarcity, Mr. Hill 
| operates a farm in Ontario, on which 
| he supports a considerable number of 
| purebred Holstein cattle anu Perch- 
eron horses. On the Ontario farm 
‘he has grown sweet clover success- 
fully for several years, feeding the 
hay to hfs live stock and selling the 
seed, 

In the spring of 1918 he bought a 
section of land near Sintaluta, The 
farm had been operated by a renter 
for nineteen years, and the renter left 
/behind him a cluster of drab, un- 
|painted bulldings, an impoverished 
soil, and a rich legacy of wild oats 
and French weed 

When he took over his Sintaluta 
farm, he sowed no leas than 150 acres 
| down to sweet clover. The seed came 
|from the farm back in Ontario, The 
seeding was at the rate*of 12 pounds 
to the acre, and a drill with a grass 
jseeder attachment was used for the 


the middle of June, and oats were 
used as a nurse crop. 

The sweet clover came along fairly 
well, and when the snow began to 
|fly it was about six inches high It 
came through the winter in good 
‘shape, and when the writer gaw it on 
August 9 it looked very promising, 
although the stand was not very 
high or luxuriant The clover had 
been sown inland that was thick with 
French weed, and some that had 
been gown this spring was peeping 
up through a regular mat of French 
weed.

Last spring we seeded eight acres 
with ten pounds of sweet clover, two 
pounds of red clover, and two pounds 
of timothy to the acre, along with a 
thin seeding of oais, The soil is sandy 
loam, and was too dry for the oats 
to make much ghow, but the clover 
came on well. In five weeks after 
seeding We started to pasture {t first 
with pigs, then with sheep and milk- 
ing cows all the time until the middle 
of September We never pastured it 
very closely, and the effect on it has 
been to make it spread more on the 
ground. It takes a deep, strong root 
and stock cannot pull it up, All kinds 
of stock easily take to relish it. 

“If seeded in May or early in June 
it resists drought well, and also stands 
jthe winter without killing out. 
| “Last May we broke a fire-guard 
‘around a large poplar bluff in our 
bush pasture this was raw ‘bush and 
lthat had grown nothing but willow 
jand poplar.
